OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., Sept. 22. 
—Prospects of a clash between units 
of the Oklahoma National Guard and 
the members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives when the attempt is made 
Wednesday to convene the House to 
draw articles for the impeachment 
of Gov. Waltom were somewhat 
dimmed tonight. Leaders in the 
legislative group announced they 
would not offer forcible resistance 
to an effort to prevent thelr ses- 
sion. 

Their statement, issued late this 
afternoon, resulted from a’ confer- 
ence of representatives, McBee, 
their leader, and a Wozen or more 
representatives.

J. C. Walton's declaration of 
military rule throughout the coun- 
ty. 

Story of Whipping of Merchant. 

The testimony of B. E. McLen- 
don, a former school superintend- 
ent of Alsuma, relating the storv 
of the Sunday night whipping of 
J. 8. Lawhorn, a Jenks merchant, 
on June 4, 1922, told of the whip- 
ping ground, mentioned the gate 
which frequently was guarded, and 
described the whip which was car- 
ried in the machine known to have 
often led the way to the secluded 
spot. 

“This strap,” the witness said in 
describing the whip applied to Law- 
horn, “was about four inches wide, 
about three feet long, and has a bolt 
in the handle, wrapped with tape— 
regular car tape—with about seven 
or eight or ten slits about five or 
six inches long’ in the end.” 

Several women who have ap- 
peared before the military commis- 
sion in the past two days told of 
personal experiences with floggers. 
One young married woman who was 
accompanied to the military head- 
quarters by her husband without 
summons, told of how she had heen 
given “more than twenty lashes” 
by a masked band, none of whom 
she could name. 

Cause of the Flogging. 

Tawhorn, who was a leader in 1 
movement in Jenks to have several 
teachers in the county schools in- 
vestigated as to their fitness and 
training, wos said by McLendon t% 
have withdrawn his name from a 
public petition seeking that end af- 
ter his experience in the darkness 
of the June Sabbath. 

'  M. T. Moore and.W. W. Wilcox 
of Tulsa were named by McLendon 
as two men connected with the Law- 
horn case. 

McLendon set forth in his state- 
ment that he had been invited to 
participate in the whipping partv, 
but was prevented by an unexplained

‘Suffering Described as Increas- 
ing as Shops Go Upon 
Gold Basis.

BERLIN, Sept. 22.—In a general 
price panic, the shops here have 
gone on a gold basis. setting prices 
above the reach of the great mass of 
residents. As a result, two starving 
mobs, the middle class and workifie 


‘(Class face each other and cfvil war. 


Germants who have not seen gold 
for nearly ten years have forgotten 
its value and often fix prices that 
are absurd. Almost universally 
prices are above the American level, 


_but the employers cannot pay wager 


in accordance. A workman who be- 


fore the war could buy a suit of 
clothes with the wages of 70 hours, 


must now labor 680 hours for the 


same suit. A pair of shoes cost 10 


‘hours of work then as against 125 
now. A better paid actor last week 
earned the equivalent of three 


pounds of butter. 
Soffering Increasing. 

More than 100,000 workers in Ber- 
lin are without employment. With 
their families they constitute about 
one-eighth of the population . Fac- 
tories continue to discharge ¢m- 
ployes. The big Siemens electrical 


works belonging to the Stinnes 
group of industries will close down 


completely. 
The suffering in Berlin is becom- 


| ing frightful. The correspondent 


visited a family of six persons 
a week-old baby living in two rooms 


which were almost without furni- 


ture. The men had been unemployed 
for more,than a year, and all were 
living solely on a daily pot of soup 
from a nearby kitchen municipally 
run. The city is limiting the funds 
for this institution, hence the qual- 
ity.of the food is deteridFating. 
Thousands of such cases exist among 


the workers. 


For middle-class people, the situa- 


tion is even worse.

“I've never seen more happy faces in any 
ach m I have visited,’ he said to them 
that day.

“No,” came the quick response, accompanied 
by shakes of the 41 heads and an equal num- 
ber of grins. 

Then he told them a story—a story of a boy 
who was lost in a storm on a night when the 
ley winds were heavy with snow. He described 
the fight of that boy against the freezing 
Diasts, the drifts that caught at his feet. then 
at last his exhaustion and his defeat. Worn 
out beyond all endurance, with his legs aching 
from the cold and his own weariness, the boy 
found a sheltering tree, leaned against it for 
comfort, and slept. When he was found in 
the’ morning his hands and feet were frozen. 

Dowling pointed to his maimed right hand 
ar@ to the artificial left hand he wore. He 
told the children that because of that night 
i the storm, both of his legs had been ampu- 
tated six inches below the knee.

It 
was known to thousands of Canadians and 
British soldiers. But the Northwest claims 
Michael Dowling for its own and his story, 
which is woven into the history of the North- 
west, is worth telling. 

There were two Michael J. Dowlings. The 
first one lived but 14 years. He was born in 
Huntington, Mass., up towards Pittsfield. in 
the Westfield River valley. When the lad was 
10, the father, John Jerome Dowling. a car- 
penter with a disposition to roving. went West. 
The mother was dead. Father and son went 
to St. Louls, then back to Chicago. 
Mike had begun to earn his living. Daytimes, 
he went to school. At night he sold papers 
and flowers in front of the famous McVicker’s 
Theater. But that was not the career this 
yeung man had planned for himself. Maybe 
it was due to the influence of dime novels— 
there is some doubt about it—but anyway he 
decided to be a cowboy, and in 1880. at the 
age of 14, he cut loose from his father and 
went to Minnesota.

| A Little Sermon on Home Ownership by 
One of America’s Best Known Ministers 


There probably never was a soldier under fire who was 
not concerned about the preservation of his own life toa 
greater degree than anyone ever knew or suspected. 


From the moment we join up 
until the moment we come out or 
go under, a fear complex enters 
the mind and staysthere. This 
little fear streak may be as thin 
as a hair or as thick as a cable, 
but itis there. There is another 
streak, a companion to fear; they 
remain, side by side. This friend 
of fear is called luck, or chance, 
or the law of averages. 


Going into battle we are all con- 
scious that men will be_ killed. 
We are quite sure of that. We 
are equally sure that we_ shall 
not bein the list. Some men go 
through life as soldiers go 
through war. 


Tens of thousands of men with 
moderate incomes or more pre- 
tentious salaries postpone from 
time to time the first step that 
leads to the possession of a 
home. They know, asthe sol- 
dier knows, that disaster will 
come to many, but they figure, 
as the soldier figures, that they 
will not be among the casualties. 
They know that sickness, dis- 
ease and death will incapacitate 
and carry off at short notice the 
strongest and finest of men, but 
they count on luck or chance to 
be on their side. 


So, like chess players, they go un- 
til the game goes against them. 
Like a bolt from the blue comes 
the last move. An accident, an 
indisposition, ah attack of dis- 
ease and the breadwinner is out. 


He has saved nothinz, he o.vns 
nothing and, owning nothing, 
he can borrow nothing, He has 
no collateral. His health was all 
he had anyway, and when that 
goes all goes. His name has no 
value. 


The house that he intended to 
save for and secure would have 
prevented the disaster, but he 
put it off so often that he got the 
habit and it never materialized. 
He sees it all now when it is 
too late. 


When disaster sweeps down on 
aman and finds him unprepared 
his first thought is for his-fam- 
ily. If they are provided for he 
is consoled. If not, he is stung 
with remorse that in a few week: 
or months they will have to 
move on—they know not where. 
He reflects that help must come 
from some direction, and no 
matter from whence it comes the 
family will be subjected to hu- 
miliation. 


The descent from prosperity 42 
pauperism takes some time. The 
earlier stages are almost imper- 
ceptible, Occasionally a recov 

ery is made. That happens sel- 
dom. The process may take 
years, but it is down grade all the 
time. ait

OME days ago a young man, neatly dressed 
and of modest demeanor, walked into the 
Post-Dispatch Building and requested per- 
mission to examine the files of this news- 
paper for August, 1902. The bound vol- 
ume was placed before him. Turning to 
the issue for Aug. 15, he read a brief news 
item. In the paper for the next day he perused a 
longer item, a specia! dispatch from De Soto, Mo.

Which information receives corroboration by Capt. 
William Evans of Hopewell, a Civil War veteran 84 
years old, now the sole survivor of the company of 
87 Hopewell neighborhood young men who enlist- 
ed for the Union cause in 1861. 

“The Helms family,”’ said Capt. Evans, “didn’t 
own a cow when the Iron Mountain baby suddenly 
became a member of their household. My wife, now 
dead, sent them mfik and cream for the baby until 
they got some money from St. Louis, through a 
newspaper, I understood, and bought the boy a 

ow.” 

: Capt. Evans said also that little Willie Helms 
learned early the happy habit of thrift. He had a 
bank account at Potosi, the county seat, where he 
deposited such small sums as he earned or as were 
sent to him now and then from the wide world out- 
side. 

“That boy,” added the Captain, “was a great one 
for school. He started going to the country school 
here at Hopewell as soon as he was big enough, and 
he never missed a day. It seems to me he’s been go- 
ing to school all his life.”’ 

“Yes, and he was a bright student,” volunteered a 
young grandson of Capt. Evans. “He always knew 
his lessons well.”’ 

Mrs. Helms proudly corroborated this testimony. 
“Why,” she said, “we still have here a lot of books 
that Willie bought. He was always a great reader. 


‘Sup- 
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We are all very proud of him, and we expect him to 
make his mark in the wortd. We were not rich 
folks by any means, but we never regretted that we 
took him in and brought him up. We feel sure that 
be won’t disappoint us.” 

Then Mrs. Helms brought in from another room 
a relic of importance in the history of the Iron Moun- 
tain baby. It was a little old. grip, or valise, of the 
telescope variety, pasteboard covered with gray can- 
vas, bound with light leather straps. Let us quote 
here a stanza from the remarkable folk ballad print- 
od herewith, written bya country preacher of the 
Hopewell neighborhood. It might have popped up 
out of the pages of ‘“‘Percy’s Reliques,’”” had it been 
the work of some ancient balladist: 

The valise was fourteen inches long 
In which this child was found; 

Six inches wide, five inches deep, 
And was very closely bound. 

The rest of this story will be largely an effort to 
reproduce in plain prose the story told with such 
fidelity to detail by the Rev. Mr. Barton, a copy of 
his ballad, printed on pale pink paper having been 
preserved by Mrs. Helms al) these years. There wil! 
be some additional details, and some further data 
dealing with the boy’s bringing up; but the rural 
poetry man really told the tale up to the date of 
his writing, with several stanzas of moralizing added. 

The train was running at full speed, 
The northbound Number Four, 
And as she crossed Big River Bridge 

They cast it from the door. 

No. 4 was and still is the designation of the fast 
passenger train that comes north through Irondale, 
70 miles south of St. Louis, about midafternoon, its 
destination being St. Louis. About a mile north of 
Irondale the Iron Mountain Railroad, now a part 
of the Missouri Pacific system, crosses Big River by 
bridge. Just north of the bridge is a deep cut, hewn 
into the limestone rock. Running north on down 
grade there, No. 4 always goes swiftly as it crosses 
the river. It was running more swiftly than usual 
on the afternoon of Aug. 14, 1902, because it stopped 
at Irondale to take sidetrack for No. 1 from St. 
Louis, and was late. William Helms, 72-year-old 
Civil War veteran, lived with his wife and two daugh- 
ters in a log house of the two-room-and-attic type 
near the railroad bridge. Mr. Helms was building 
a log barn on his rented place. He needed a certain 
piece of timber which he knew he could find down 
by the bridge. He walked down that way. 

About five minutes earlier he had heard No. 4 
thunder past. As he paused near the cut to wait for 
a neighbor who apparently wished to speak with 
him, the old farmer heard a feeble sound, like the 
cry of a field mouse or a small bird. He glanced up 
to see if there was a bird in one of the trees. Then 
he glanced down, and lying close to the jagged rock 
wall in the railroad cut he saw a telescope grip. 
The squeaky sound seemed to come from that. He 
climbed down into the cut and picked up the tele- 
scope. 

“Weren't you afraid to pick it up, Mr. Helms?” 
asked some timid person, later. 

“Afraid? Why should I, who have seen hundreds 
of men die in battle, be afraid of a small satchel 
with a little wee sound coming from it? Humph!” 

At one end of the satchel was a ragged hole. Mr. 
Helms lost no time in undoing the straps. Inside, 
occupying about all the space there was, he found a 
baby boy, “black in the face,’’ as he described it. 
The child was clothed neatly, and packed in with it 
were some extra garments and a spool of black 
thread. 

Mr. Helms quickly extracted the infant from its 
close and suffocating quarters. With the baby in 
one arm and the telescope under the other, he made 
fast tracks for his humble home. He said he was 
afraid the child might die before he got there. 


Mrs. Helms received the baby with open arms. 
Annie, 14-year-old daughter of the Helmses, felt that 
it was a glorious gift, sent direct from heaven. She 
now is Mrs. James Armstrong, living on a farm near 
Hopewell, and she still feels that way about the Iron 
Mountain baby. But for the motherly Mrs. Helms 
the little Moses of the railroad cut was a matter of 
much worry and anxious care for months. Modestly 
she disclaims credit for keeping it alive. 

“It was Mrs. Henry Ashbaugh, a neighbor and 
friend,” she says, “that brought the boy around. He 
had been hurt when thrown from that train. The 
telescope had hit against the rock wall, it seemed, 
from the way the end was torn open; and the baby’s 
head and one arm and a leg were injured. There 
was a dent in the head, and a swelling, at first. Mrs. 
Ashbaugh came in and helped. She bathed him in 
camphor, and finally he came around and began to 
pick up. But it was four months or so before he 
was really out of danger of dying from the way he 
had been handled before he got to.us.’ 

After a day or so Dr. Eaton of Irondale was <a 
in. He rendered professional aid in saving the 
child. At the time it was believed that the man or 
woman who tossed the baby from the train must 
have got aboard at Irondale when No. 4 was side- 
tracked. The theory was that the infant could

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not have lived more than half an hour in the almost 
airtight grip.

This professional opinion gives opening for the 
‘“‘clew”’ of that Indiana detective, whose letter young 
William Helms still carries. The detective wrote to 
Farmer Helms that he believed the baby had been 
thrown from train No. 1, southbound from St. Louis.

Liddell, who died in 1898, at the venerable age of 
87, has appeared recently and remains on thé outer 
wal! of his beloved old cathedral. 


And that’s not ali—not by a jugiul, as Alice 
might have expressed it. Near at hand stands a 
sculptured statue of the dean. Oxford professors, 
fellows, undergraduates, dignified dons. all and 
several, have studied the ghost picture and then. gone 
a few steps and studied the statue. All and several 
have they admitted that the likeness is most striking. 

But, what’s still more wonderful, the family of 
the late Dean has supplied a lifelike photograph of 
the learned and beloved cleric and classical scholar;

They 
declare that the ghost picture and the photographed 
head and face show undeniably that the tracing on 
the wall is a lifelike picture of the dean. 

A number of American tourists have made this 
comparison, reaching the same conclusion.

So, as we see, this is n~ cheap ghost story, 
but apparently quite the real thing.

Similar deals are 
being made every day, despite the tremendous in- 
crease in the output of American dyestuffs since the 
war. For, although America now produces $0 to 95 
per cent of all the dyestuffs used here, she has not 
wrested from the German chemists al] of their 
secrets and there are still some German dyes which 
Americans need in their business and for which they 
are paying exorbitant prices. 

Three years ago there were in common use abont 
500 varieties of dyestuffs that America could not 
manufacture. Now there are fewer than 50. Money 
has been Spent lavishly in experimenting. (Chemists 
have worked incessantly and manufacturers have 
spent large sums in support of these laboratory ef- 
forts. One textile man is said to have paid $400,000 
to learn the secret of making a certain dye. 

But why the bootlegging? The war is over. The

traffic in dyes has not been interdicted by law as has 
the traffic in intoxicants. There is a regularly estab- 
lished tariff which contemplates the legal importa- 
tion of dyestuffs from Germany or any other country 
which has them to sell. The answer is that peculiar 
after-the-war conditions have raised effectual bar- 
riers against the importation of dyestuffs. 

Under the terms of the Versailles treaty the Ger- 
mans were required to make regular deliveries of 
cyestuffs to the allies as part of the reparations pay- 
ment. The United States Government received its 
share, which was turned over to the Textile Alliance 
and distributed to American manufacturers. 

Even after making these reparations surrenders, 
Germany still had an excess of dyestuffs for regular 
export and shipments to other countries in the reg- 
ular trade channels were under way when two things 
happened to interfere with this traffic One was 
the passage of the Fordney-McCumber tariff, which 
put a heavy duty on German dyes, including those 
which did not compete with the American products. 
The other was the occupation of the Ruhr district by 


the French and the consequent stopping of the ex- 
portation of German dyes, most o6 which are made 
in the Ruhr district. 

Still another barrier was raised when the United 
States decided that it was not entitled to reparations 
payments in dyestuffs and refused to accept them. 
This shut off the supply of those dyes without which 
many American manufacturers could not keep up 
certain of their established lines of merchandise. - 

What. then, is the source of supply of the smug- 
gied goods which are finding their way into Amer- 
ican markets? Who furnishes the cargoes for the 
“dye runners” which scrape sides with the “rum run- 
ners’’ just outside the three-mile limit? 

Every country which received €eparation dyes from 
Germany signed a protocol] pledging itself not to re- 
sell the goods. But American gold is an irresistible 
lure and adventurous profiteers across the seas have 
braved the wrath of their own Governments and 
devised devious methods for getting a portion of 
this reparation dyestuff into the hands of Americans 
who are willing to pay well for it. 

Much of the bootlegging dye comes from Italy and 
some from Belgium and France. It is the genuine 
German goods. That which comes from Italy is said 
to be part of the reparation surrender, whTle that 
which comes from Northern Europe has been smug- 
glied out of the Rhineland through the French lines. 
Some of the cargoes are brought into American ports 
in the regular way and pay the tariff duty. Their 
owners travel with them and dispose of the goods 
at enormous profits. .In many other instances the 
tariff duty is evaded and the landing of the cargo 
is made with all the surreptitious caution and cun- 
nine which attaches to that hazardous occupation 
known as smuggzling. 

Naturally, the secrecy which must surround either 
the selling of reparation dyes in allied countries or 
the Smuggling out of dyestuffs from the occupied sec- 
tion of Germany make it impossible for the American 
manufacturer to order dyes for import in the usual 
open and aboveboard commereial way. Manifestly, 
they could not publicly put themselves in the posi- 
tion of being parties to the sale of reparations dyes 
in contravention of solemn treaty protocols and they 
could not openly connive at the running of the 
French blockade in the Ruhr 

This sort of situation is meat for the trafficker 
in contraband goods. He does not wait for orders. 
He takes his goods to the market which promises the 
greatest profit. Once there he makes known his 
presence and that of his cargo. Commercial neces- 
sity does the rest. The manufacturer who would not 
connive at the bringing in of dyestuffs will not hesi- 
tate to buy them after they are brought in. He de- 
mands only safety and secrecy in their delivery, and 
for this he pays a high price. 

Fhe building up. of the first real dye industry 
which America ever had began when the United 
States. as a war measure, seized all German dye 
patents held in this country and laid open the secrets 
of manufacture which Germany had so jealously 
guarded.

N THE world of science the most interesting 
announcement, for a long time—and, at first 
‘thought, equally disquieting—is the state- 
ment that the radiation of heat from the sun 
to the earth has dropped between three and 
four per cent in the last 15 months. 

Disquieting, indeed! If this drop should con- 
tinue for the next 20 years, at the same rate, one 
would not have to go very far north of the equator, 
in 1943, to find Arctic weather. 

However, there are’ more immediate things to 
worry about than when the sun will cease to warm 
this globe of ours. Astronomers can continue to 
speculate how far in the future this catastrophe 
is to be placed. It is a fact, however, that with the 
drop in solar radiation has come a period of ab- 


normal weather all over the world which is worth 


recounting and then considering what connection 
there can be between those two striking phenomena. 
Dr. Charles G. Abbot, director of the astro-physical 


observatory at the Smithsonian Institution, was the 


first to point out this peculiar behavior of the soiar 
constant, or unit measure of the sun’s heat reach- 
ing the earth under stated conditions. 

About 10 minutes sufficed for Dr. Abbot to read 
his paper at the annual meeting of the National 
Academy of Sciences at Washington, but the matter 
has since been engaging tHe attention of many scf- 
entists. 

Merely a brief survey of the world’s weather during 
that 15-month period shows that there has been a 
strange aberration of the seasons, and extraordinary 
storms, in various parts of the world. The latest 
theory ascribes them to the earth’s decreased supply 
of sun heat. 

Everybody is interested in the weather, because 
everybody is affected by it, both directly and in- 
directly, in countless ways. The question of the sun’s 
influence upon our weather has been a hotly disput- 
ed point among scientists for many years, mainly 
with regard to sun spots and their periodicity, or reg- 
ularity of occurtfence. 

But still more arresting than Dr. Abbot’s disclos- 
ure of the smallest heat radiation from- the sun of 
which there is any known record, and coupled with 
it, is the prediction by another investigator that 
earth’s “great danger period” will culminate in the 
years 1926-1927. 

Even should the solar constant remain at its 
present low level, without slipping down any farther, 
there are other factors which, in the opinion of cer- 
tain meteorological students, will lower our temper- 
ature to such a point that the earth might see a crop 
failure almost unparalleled in history. 

These other factors, by the way, are the same ones 
which helped to create weather conditions in the 
famous year without a summer—1$16. 

Of course, the fact that our sunp!y of heat from 
the sun has diminished almost 4 per cent in 15 
months does not imp!y that another 4 per cent will 
be lost in the next 15 months, or that a dozen years 
hence the human race must hudd‘e in the equa- 
torial regions to avoid freezing to death. 

For a Jong time astronomy has taught that the 
sun is cooling and that eventua‘!y it wi!l become a 
dead star—a great, burnt-out cinder. Long before 
that dark Morning arrives, life will have perished 
from the earth. Without suntlicht, there can be no

“profound departures from normal conditions,’’ and 
thus strengthening the theory of solar influence, it 
should be noted that some experts of the U. S. 
Weather Bureau hesitate to admit that the phe- 
nomena are abnormalities in the sense intended. 

Their view is that average temperatures, for ex- 
ample, are the product of higher and of lower than 
average temperatures, and that the average tem- 
perature of a season at.any stated locality remains 
the same over an extended periag, such as 50 years, 
for example. Thus, a'though a . . sSUMmMer may 
be warmer or wetter than the usual summer in that 
place, yet the figures will find their place among 
the figures for other summers, and will not affect 
the long-time average, say the Weather Bureau ex- 
perts. 

Indeed, Dr. Char'es F. Marvin, chief of the bureau, 

has been quotcd as denying that there is any vari- 
ation in the so!tar constant or any validity in Dr. 
Abbot’s deductions. In Dr. Marvin’s opinion, the 
alleged variations are in fact atmospheric and not 
solar.

It is just that kind of a disturbance which has 
been predicted for the climax of eagth’s “great dan- 
ger period,” in 1926-1927, and which is believed 
by many to have molded 1816, the year without a 
summer. 

After stating that the decline in the amount of 

solar heat reaching earth was the greatest since his 
observatory was established in 1905, and the great- 
est of which there is any scientific record, Dr. Ab- 
bot said to his Washington audience: 
\ “All this being so, has anything unusual oc- 
curred in weather conditions ec’ have been 
connected with so'ar changes? @a@re not looking 
for anything so simn’e as a generaldrop of temper- 
ature a'l over the wor'd. 

“Oceans, deserts, mountains, clouds and winds 
make up too comp!ex a system for such simple re- 
actions. Profound departures of some sort from 
nonmal conditions, however, we might expect.’ 


Before setting down some of the weather phe- 
nomena which have been mentioned as qualifying for 
“profound departures from normal conditions,’’ and 
thus strengthening the theory of solar influence, it 
should be noted that some experts of the U. S. 
Weather Bureau hesitate to admit that the phe- 
nomena are abnormalities in the sense intended. 

Their view is that average temperatures, for ex- 
ample, are the product of higher and of lower than 
average temperatures, and that the average tem- 
perature of a season at any stated locality remains 
the same over an extended peri as 50 years, 
for exampy. Thus, a’though IE comme: may 
be warmer or wetter than the usual summer in that 
place, yet the figures wi!l find their place among 
the figures for other summers, and will not affect 
gt a average, say the Weather Bureau ex- 
perts. 

Indeed, Dr. Char'es F. Marvin, chief of the bureau, 
has been quotcd as denying that there is any vari- 
ation in the so'tar constant or any validity in Dr. 
Abbot's deductions. In Dr. Marvin’s opinion, the 
alleged variations are in fact atmospheric and not 
solar. 

Be that as it may, and Dr. MB Ooianas high as 
a scientist and*has a good!y following, the world’s 
weather would appear to have been mightily upset 
during the period of diminishing heat radiation 
from the sun. Seasons which paid no attention to 
the ca‘endar, seasons of the natural kind but exag- 
gerated to an extreme degree, thunderstorms, temp- 
ests and an cxtraordinary precipitation of rain and 
snow over wide areas have marked the weather 
record. 

Moreover, it is stated that the sgun’s radiation 
of heat has decreased still further, since the 15- 


month period elapsed, and 
that there are indications 
it may continue downward. 
One might almost say that 
the old world is suffering 
with chills and fever, and 
that our neglectful sun is 
to blame. 

The extraordinary snow- 
fall in upper New York 
State and New England 
will be remembered for 
years to come, ‘unless the 
approaching winter should bring a still greater 
amount of it. The snowfall exceeded all records of 
the last 50 years in a region where winters are ex- 
pected to be bleak and to bring plenty of snow. 

In the language of meteorology, numerous “lows’”’ 
came down across our northern boundary which 
were too weak to precipitate snow in the West and 
in the Great Lakes region, but which developed such 
vitality as they avnynvroached the eastern seaboard 
that they spread thick, white blankets as_ they 
passed. This hanpened not once, but repeatedly. 

The same storms, moving in a general eastward 
direction from the land, swept the North Atlantic in 
an almost continuous series of terrific gales, making 
it the stormiest winter at sea which ever has been 
recorded. Great liners limped into port severa) days 
overdue, and with reports of the roughest passage 
which veteran seamen could remember. 

The transatlantic passengers had reason for brag- 
ging at the pier of the dangers through which they 
had come unscathed. And some of them probably 
spoke simple truth when, following an old custom of 
travelers by sea, they quoted the captain of the ship 
as stating that it was the worst storm in all his ex- 
perience. 

An interesting aftermath of these gales, and one 
which added to the hazards of navigation, was the 
tremendous quantity of ice forced southward. Now 
and then the storms curved upward into Arctic re- 
gions, causing strong counter currents in northern 
waters which broke up the ice fields cf Davis Strait 
and Baffin’s Bay. These currents brought down 
the greatest amount of ice which had been noted off 
the coasts of Newfoundland in many years, and also 
an enormous flow of icy Arctic water. 

Partly to these events in North America is at- 
tributed the cold spring which lingered in the British 
Isles and Western Europe until July 1, the Afctic 
water moving eastward with the Gulf stream and 
bearing its low temperature along with it. There 
were black frosts in the southern part of England 
in the last week of the calendar’s spring, while the 
weather. map at or about the same time showed 
snowstorms in Italy, in the Austrian Tyrol and in 
two departments of France. And freezing tempera- 
tures were reported throughout the same _ wide- 
flung area of earth—the lowest figures recorded in 
June for more than 200 years. Czecho-Slovakia ex- 
perienced the coldest spring in 150 years. 

Particularly notable among weather abnormali- 
ties was the severity of the winter in Argentina and 
Chile. The cold was rigorous and long-continued, 
storms frequent and snowfall excessive. 

This data from South America is particularly in- 


teresting from the statement 
of persons believing in solar 
influence upon earth’s 
weather that, in Argentina, 
there is a more direct and 
immediate response to 
changes in the solar con- 
stant than is exhibited in the 
northern countries. 

The meteorological service 
of Argentina receives daily 
reports of the solar constant 
and uses them in forecasting 
both temperature and rain- 
fall for that country and for 
Brazil. The periods’ thus 
covered are much _ longer 
than those in the American 
weather forecasts. Phe serv- 
ice in Argentina is said to have been a pronounced 
success. 

Furthermore, reports from Argentina are used as 
one of the basic data in making long-range fore- 
casts of the monsoon rains in India, which are said 
to be given with great accuracy months before the 
rains actually occur. 

Just to emphasize how general was the disturb- 
ance in earth’s weather, let it be noted that there 
were rainfalls, so heavy as to be absolutely unprece- 
dented, in Southwestern Australia, extreme heat 


during midsummer in Western Europe and condi- 


tions which threatened the rice crop of all Japan. 

In the United States, during many weeks of 
the summer, there was a widespread condition of 
drouth, and crops were saved only by a series of 
thunderstorms unsurpassed as a whole for their

The case of the ‘“‘Azores high’”’ excited 
‘much comment. This “high” always 
Seemabow over the cold water of the At- 
antic, and ordinarily is found east of 
‘the Azores Islands. often stretching as 
| far as Italy. Since areas of high pres- 
‘sure invariably have a clockwise motion, 
‘the “Azores high’’ served to hold back 
‘from Europe the extreme heat of the 
'Sahara Desert, by constantly pushing it 
back. 
| ror two months durime the past sum- 
jmer the “Azores high’’ was out of its 
-usual place and far to the southwest of 
the Azores. During that same two 
‘months’ period, temperatures in West- 
‘ern Europe broke all records for heat. 
'Vhe heat, it was contended, came from 
Sahara and was permitted to reach Eu- 
'rope by the displacement of the “Azores 
| high.”’ 
| Certainly it is significant that on the 
isame day when the weather map showed 
the “Azores high" as back in its normal 
‘position, press reports told of the great 
(heat wave in Europe being broken with 
' severe electrical storms. 

Valuable as is the record of past 
weather, the average person feels much 
more concern about the weather which 
is yet to come. Harold J. Browne of 
Washington, D. C., is the author of the 
forecast that earth’s “great danger 
period’ will culminate in the years 


—— | 1926-1927. 
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| Browne has been studying meteor- 
_Ology for years, not for strictly scientific 
ends but as a very impc-tant element in 
‘business economics. He argues that the 
three primary essentials of human life 
,are food, clothing and shelter, of which 
two depend entirely on weather condi- 
| tions, while the third is strongly influ- 
enced by those conditions» As a con- 
sequence, Browne has paid special] at- 
tention to the subject of long-range 
forecasting. 

In the discussion of Dr. Abbot's state- 
ment about diminishing solar radiation, 
Browne emphatically expressed his be- 
lief in its validity and importance. He 
also stated his belief that such work 
as Dr. Abbot’s is the very cornerstone of 
_Ineteorology, and that until the varying 
changes of the solar constant, and their 
effect upon weather and climate. have 
been studied, forecasting will be em- 
pirical and unscientific. 
| .The fact should be noted that, in 
January, Browne predicted the numer- 
ous cold waves which extended into 
June, the thunderstorms which have fig- 
ured so conspicuously on weather: maps 
since May and the drouth conditions 
over large sections where crops had 
their only chance of existence from those 
thunderstorms. Among his other long- 
range forecasts was that the gulf states 
would receive the excessive rains which 
have damaged the cotton crops. 

According to Browne, if the solar con- 
stant remains at its present low level, a 
period of not less than three years and 
of not more than 10 will be required for 
a stabilization of the weather under the 
new conditions of heat radiation. He 
| foresees occasional warm months in 
winter, cold springs, with alternations of 
heat, drouths relieved by thunderstorms 
and cloudbursts, late frosts in spring 
and early frosts in autumn. Decided- 
ly, not an encouraging prospect for 
truck gardeners and fruit growers. 

The sun spots come into the problem, 
|} too, and make the possibilities worse. 


During the period of minima of sun 


|spots, as at present, more solar heat| 
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Now That the Sun’s Fires Are Slackening ! 


reaches the earth than during the peri- 
od of maxima, it is believed by many 
scientists. ‘The sun actually throws off 
more heat during the great convulsions 
of activity there which accompany the 
sun spots, but at the same time flings so 
huge a quantity of dust into its own at- 
mosphere that part of the heat radia- 
tion is intercepted and does not reach 
the earth. / 

Thus, according to Browne and nu- 
merous scientists, the period of sun-spot 
maxima will bring a further decrease in 
our supply of heat from the sun. The 
periodicity of sun spots has been well 
established—-one cycle of 11.11 years 
and greater cycles of 55.6 years and of 
222 years. There is some fluctuation 
on either side of these figures. But 
Browne and those who hold with him 
point out that the years 1926--1927 
mark the second great 55.6-year cycle 
from 1816, when there was no summer. 

If the solar constant remains at its 
present low level, and if to this situa- 
tion is added a further loss of sun heat 
by reason of the period of sun-spot 
maxima, then the earth probably will 
suffer a crop failure of almost unex- 
ampled extent. 

As if this were not enough, another 
peril is added to the list of possibili- 
ties in earth’s “great danger period’’— 
a recurrence of numerous volcanic ex- 
plosions. In the opinion of some sci- 
entists, a connection has been estab- 
lished between the periodicity of sun- 
spot maxima and volcanic activity on 
the earth. Other scientists deny it. 

But such eruptions accompanied the 
1812-1816 cycle, such as the savage 
eruption of Tomboro in the East Indies, 
in 1815. This volcano hurled into the 
upper atmosphere a stupendous cloud 
of dust, which, it is estimated, reduced 
the amount of sun’s heat reaching the 
earth by not less than three degrees. 

Is the recent demolition of Tokio and 
Yokohama, and the staggering loss of 
life in those and other Japanese cities 
laid low by one of the greatest earth- 


quakes-in history, due in any way to). 


the drop in solar radiation? The close 
relationship between earthquakes and 
volcanic action is indubitable. Al- 
though they sometimes occur separate- 
ly, yet one sometimes immediately pre- 
cedes the other, or they have been 
known to appear simultaneously. 

The general cause is the same: weak 
spots, “faults” or cracks in the earth’s 
crust, and a resulting seepage of water 
or a strain which the earth remedies by 
volcanic explosions or the shifting of 
great masses beneath the crust, during 
which the latter is shaken and some- 
times shattered. 

The attraction of other celestial 
bod:cs probably sometimes plays a part 
in producing the strain which earth re- 
lieves with these convulsions, and the 
electrical disturbances which accompany 
the period of sun-spot maxima may well 
be a factor, too. The conneetion be- 
tween the ‘magnetic storms” upon 


earth and the sun spots is well estab- 
lished. 


‘This long-range forecasting of weath- | 


er conditions may be just speculation, 
and quite unwarranted by science, as 
some of the conservatives hold, and 
earth's “‘great danger period’’ of three 
or four years hence may be just a pos- 
sibility among countless others in tha 
future. But Browne of Washington and 
those who hold with him make out an 
interesting case. And it may turn out 
to be true. 
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DO YOU KNOW THAT— 
Scientists are working to reduce the 
weight of the British army rifle from
